To the Members of the Pennsylvania Bar 
Association : 

Gentlemen : Your Committee has pleasure in reporting 
that the Supreme Court has sustained the Bar Memorial and 
appointed a State Board of Law Examiners by per curiam 
order dated May 26, 1902. Since this action of the Supreme 
Court there has not been sufficient time to present a Memorial 
to the Superior Court praying that Court to make the standard 
for admission to its Bar accord with the new system of the 
Supreme Court. This Memorial will be presented at the 
earliest opportunity. 

As of professional interest we annex a table, containing 
one year's statistics from each of the sixty-seven counties in 
Pennsylvania in re admission to the Bar and registration of 
students at law. For valuable assistance in gathering these 
statistics, indebtedness is acknowledged to a number of the 
judges throughout the State, a majority of the members of 
the Committee on Legal Education, several prothonotaries 
and many members of Boards of Examiners in the different 
counties, without whose active co-operation a successful com- 
pletion of the work would have been impossible.

♦The table shows that throughout the State, during the year, 1330 applications in all were 
acted upon, 706 for registration and 624 for admission. Of the latter, 187 were attorneys from 
other jurisdictions; 122 of these were admitted on grounds of comity, 28 on results of examina- 
tions, and 37 rejected; 539 students were registered, and 361 student candidates admitted to the 
Bar. Exclusive of comity admissions, there were 1208 applications acted upon, 832, or 69*, were 
from nine counties haying 20 or more gross applications each during the year ; of the remain- 
ing 376 applications, 264 were from 23 counties, with from 10 to 20 applications each, and the 
balance of 112 were from 35 counties, each with less than 10 applications.
